The death rate la Kantnoky daring 
1918 was 11.4 per 1,000, aa laerafeaa of 
2.6 per 1,000 oTor any proTloua year, 
according to flgures gtran In a bttUo- 
tin from the offloo of the ItaU Board 
of Health which was MoalTad by the 
County Health Department thla week. 

This Increase was due, according to 
data contnlned in the bulletin, to the 
inflnrnzn eiiidcmlc which appeared In 
the latter rart of September. 

Deaths due to Influenza numbered 
S.fiGO and from pneumonia 2,987, a to- 
tal of 12,677 deaths from the two dis- 
eases The combined death rate per 
1,000 for the two diseases was S.3. 

The number of deaths resulting 
from violence during 1918 showed a 
marked decrease compared to deaths 
resulting from this source In 1917. 

The number of deaths due to tuber- 
culosU In 1918 was 198.S. In 1911, the 
flrst year of which a register was kept 
deaths dne to this disease numbered 
225.6. This deorease Is regarded as 
being of ma]or Importance In that It 
proves what can be aocompllshed In 
the flght against this disease by con- 
certed and concentrated action on the 
part of all health agencies. 

The typhoid death rate Is registering 
a decline. 

The estimated population for the 
state for the year 1918 Is placed at 2.- 
408,547 by the United States Census 
Bureau The total number of deaths 
reported In the state during the year 
was 39,499.

Suiter, John 
Dell, .T. E McNeil, Robert Poole, Dan- 
iel Grlmsley and Samuel Bartholomew, 
councilmen; o. E Neal, Mayor and s. 
N. Greenlee, clerk. 

The Village council had, on Septem- 
ber 1, passed an ordlrance to isiue 
$4,800 In bonds for the purpose of re- 
pairing and improving the light plant, 
setting out In the ordinance that an 
emergency condition existed and that 
there were no funds In the village 
treasury to meet the eapense of the 
contemplated Improvement. 

in his Injunction suit Held Monday. 
Mr. Shrlver clalma that no emergency 
exists and that the light plant is In 
good repair and sufficient for all the 
needs of the village afid Its citizens. 

A referendum petition calling for a 
vote on the bond proposition, and 
which was filed with the county hoard 
of elections, ^vas laid aside by the 
boaid because of a legal defect in the 
form of the petition The petition con- 
tained a snnVcienl nninber of niiiiies. 
It Is undersliioil tliat a new refc-en 
duni petition in correct form Is beinc 
circulated and signed tor filing with 
the election board. 

Reports from Manchester are t.. the 
effect that conBiderable feeling Is hi'-
